AND THE GREAT AGONY IS OVER. 


The Jury Bctnrnu a Verdict of "Uot 


Guilty" In Fa^or of the Prince ot 
TFolos and tlie Othor Defendants—Lord 
Cklef Justice Coleridge's Instructions 
to the Jury—The Prince Not Present 
TVhen the Verdict. Is Announced. 
LONDON, June 9.—There was no diminu- 


tion in the attendance of fashionables ot 
the baccarat trial Tuesday, though much 
disappointment was felt at the absence 
of the Prince of Wales and some of hia 
intimates, who had gone to the Ascot 
races. On the opening of the court the 
ord chief justice began his summing up 


SIR WILLIAM 


of the evidence. It was noticed through- 
out that his charge was favorable to the 
defendants. The audience listened with 
jreatliless attention to the words of the 
address, upon the tenor which so much 
depended. 


Instructions to the Jury. 


The court explained at length the differ 


ence between an action for slander, such 
as this one, and an action for libel. If the 
jury found that the defendants, in what 
they said about Sir William Gordon-Gum- 
ming, had spoken the truth, they should 
render a verdict in the defendants' favor. 
If, however, the jury Iwlieved the state- 
ments of the defendants to have been 
broadly untrue, and that the plaintiff did 
not commit the acts ascribed to him, the 
verdict must be for Sir William. His 
lordship entreated the jury to keep their 
minds steadily upon the evidence. The 
extraneous matter which had been brought 
into the arguments of counsel must be 
eliminated from the minds of the jury in 
their consideration qf the facts. At this 
apparent allusion to the remark^ of Sir 
Edward Clarke concerning the Prince of 
Wales there were many significant ex- 
changes of glances in the court room. 


An Kniphatic Protost. 


The lord chief justice proceeded to ana- 


lyze the evidence, which, he Biiid, was well 
worthy of careful consideration. lie em- 
phatically protested against the observa- 
tion which had been made by counsel, that 
there was more in the case than was al- 
lowed to appear upon the surface. The 
jury must not allow themselves to be in 
fluenced by such remarks made in the 
heat of argument by counsel, whose zeal 
led them to hint at more than could be 
made evident. As a matter of fact, there 
was never any moie in a case than ap- 
peared in evidence. That was the province 
of the courts of law; to bring out the facts, 
and only the facts, and to procure a ver- 
dict thereon. 


Conclusion of thp Address. 


The jury were debarred by their solemn 


'oaths from dealing with tilings beneath 
the surface, if such things existed. They 
must confine themselves to the evidence 
as brought out by examination and cross- 
examination. The evidence was in this 
case very full, and furnished ample light 
whereby the jury could be guided to a cor- 
rect conclusion, regardless of other con- 
siderations. They must com'ine themselves 
to the single question* at issue, and base 
their verdict upon what they had heard 
proved by evidence. At the conclusion of 
the lord chief justice's address the jury 
retired and the occupants of tire court 
room busied themsel\ es in commenting 
upon what they had heard and in con- 
jectures as to the probable effect of the 
charge upon the jury. 


Agreed Upon n Verdict. 


Only fifteen minutes had elapsed when 


the jury sent word to the court that they 
had agreed upon their verdict. The sus- 
pence was great as the jurors returned to 
their seats and replied to the usual ques- 
tions. When the verdict of not guilty was 
announced there was a tremendous stir, 
the court rapping vainly for order. Both 
applause aud hisses were heard, but the 
former predominated. In a few moments 
the room was vacated by the gayly dressed 
throng and the sensational trial was over. 
The defendants present were warmly con- 
gratulated 
by numerous friends, and 


seemed supremely happy. 
The verdict 


was in accordance with the'general expec- 
tation. 
Betting in the morning was 


strongly in favor of such a result.

THE WRECK TOOK FIRE. 


Terrible Disaster on the Missouri* Kansaft 


and Texas Road. 


PAUSONS, Kan., June 9. — Themostdisae- 


trous wreck that ever occurred on the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas rood took place 
at 8 o'clock Monday morning between

Drivers, 6 shillings a day; and after a 
year's service, 0 shillings and10 pence; con- 
dutors, 4 shillings and 6 pence, and after a 
year 5 shillings; a twelve-hour day to be- 
gin on July 13. Should the terms not be 
accepted there will be a lock-out. The 
company refuses to dismiss faithful em 
ploycs. The men met last night and re- 
jected the above terms, resolving to stand 
by their original demands. 


Work In the Pension Office. 


WASHIXGTOS CITY, June 9.—The com- 


mtssloner of pensions is making arrange- 
ments to further facilitate the issuing oi 
pension certificates and expects in a short 
time to issue 400 more certificates dally 
than is now being done. During the com- 
missioner's incumbency the number of 
cases awaiting investigation by special 
examiners in the field has been reduced 
from 14,335 to 8,300, and consequently 
about forty special examiners now in the 
field will be called In.

Many 
of the Brooklyn members were absent, 
while the New York members were out in 
force. Ex-Senator Wagstoff, a Tammany 
man, was elected president of the board, 
and ex-Mayor Howell, of Brooklyn, vice 
president.

Cause of the Insurrection. 


The outbreak seemed to have been pre 


cipitated by the killing of Ernst Rigaud, 
the largest merchant at Port-au-Prince, 
by order of President Hippolyte, Rigaud, 
who alleged that he was a French subject, 
had been in Paris some time and had only 
recently returned to Haytl. Ex-President 
Legitlme is In Paris and is supposed to be 
in secret communication w^th his sympa- 
tb.ir.erB in Hayti. Rigaud was suspected 
of being in sympathy with the Legitime 
party and of aiding them. It was be- 
lieved that he hod brought from Paris a 
cargo of arms for the rebels. 
On Thurs- 


day morning, May 28, President Hippo- 
lyte went to the house' of Rigaud, fol- 
lowed by a detachment of soldiers. 


The Murder of Rigaud. 


The soldiers remained outside while the 


president entered alone. He asked the 
merchant if he did not have guns con- 
cealed to his house. 
Rigaud answered 


that he had no guns in the house, "Then 
you have them at your store," said the 
president. The merchant replied that he 
had no guns concealed anywhere, but it is 
said that he insulted Hippolyte and or- 
dered him out of the house. Putting his 
hand on Rigaud's shoulder the president 
said: "Come with me." They left the 
house together and stepped out in fsont 
of the waiting soldiers. Without another 
word to Rigaud Hippolyte stepped aside 
and gave the order to fire. The soldiers 
raised their guns and fired a volley into 
the body of the rich merchant. He fell 
dead in front of his house. 


EFFECT OF THE OUTRAGE. 


It Rouaes Legltlme'a Friends to Fury— 


Further Bloodshed. 


Hiypolyte no doubt thought this would 


frighten the friends of Legitime who con- 
templated on outbreak, but it seems to 
have roused them to fury, and the attack 
on the prison and the release of the polit- 
ical prisoners followed in a few hours. 
Saturday morning, May 80, a nephew ot 
Ernst Rigaud, who was associated with 
him in business, called at President Hip- 
polyto's house t* ask about the killing of 
his uncle. As soon as he addressed the 
president, and stated the object ^f his 
visit, Hippolyte ordered him shOT. He 
was at once dragged into the street by the 
soldiers and shot dead. 
Some More Atrocities. 


This only added fuel to the fire, and 


about the same time Alexis Rossignol, on 
inoffensive and much esteemed man, was 
shot to death in the streets. Another man 
was put up against the cathedral wall and 
shot. Seventeen were executed in a batch. 
Even at this date an occasional volley tells 
that another wretch has been sent to his 
doom. Every execution is carried out in 
the most cold-blooded way, the execution- 
ers being soldiers belonging to the most 
degraded type of men, who seem to enjoy 
the bloody task. The bodies of the rebel!) 
shot are left lying in the street for several 
hours as a warning to their friends. 


To-day a grand festival of pence, so- 


called, was ordered by Hippoiyte. 
The 


festival is to celebrate the fact that the 
rebels have been defeated and peace estab- 
lished. It is impossible to enumerate in 
detarhull the murders that have been per- 
petrated under the color of law. It is es- 
timated that from May 28 to June 1 300 
persons have been put to death.

LABOR MAKES A KICK. 


And the Indian Children at a Training 


School arc Out of a Job. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 9.—Some tim« 


since the managers of the beet sugar sta- 
tion at Norfolk, Neb., requested the com- 
missioner of Indian affairs to allow the 
Indian children at the Genoa training 
school to pick the weeds from the beets 
and generally make themselves useful. 
The commissioner heartily indorsed the 
proposition and notified Superintendent 
Backus of the training school at Genoa to 
make necessary arrangements and prepa- 
rations to transport the children to Nor- 
folk, which is only a short distance. Be- 
fore they had started, however, the citi 
zens of Norfolk, principally the labor ele- 
ment, at a meeting held to take action in 
regard to the matter, adopted resolutions 
vigorously condemning the plan. This 
information was contained in a communi- 
cation to Commissioner Morgan, who 
thereupon notified Superintendent Backus 
to make no further arrangements and 
allow the matter to drop. 


Cockcrill's Own Newspaper. 


NEW YORK, June 9.—The first copy of 


The Morning Advertiser made its appear- 
ance yesterday under the editorship of 
John A. Cockcrill, late managing editor of 
The World. It has acquired the plant and 
press franchise of The Continent, whose 
place it will take, but will lie in effect the 
morning edition of that well-known even- 
ing journal, The Commercial Advertiser. 
In its salutatory The Morning Advertiser 
says it will aim, first of all, to be, within 
its lines, a liberal newspaper, free from 
prejudice, free from faction, free from out- 
side dictation, and will maintain at all 
times ft wholesome independence. 


Oldest Graduate f-ioin Tale. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., June 9.—Judge 


Charles Johnson McCurdy died at his 
home in Lyme yesterday. He was born 
Dec. 7, 1797, and is said to have been the 
oldest graduate from Yale, having taken 
his LL. D. from that college in 1817. He 
served in the legislature ten years and one 
year in the senate. In 1851 he was United 
States minister to Austria. He was ap- 
pointad judge of the superior court in 
18-V3, and in 1863 to the supreme bench. 


Tried a New Method of Suicide, 


PniLADELPHlA,June 9.—Henry McGrath 


sprang an early and new method of sui- 
cide Sunday on the unsuspecting Camden 
police during the absence of Chief Dodd 
in Kansas. Henry Smith, the assistant 
janitor, caught him tearing the buttons 
off his trousers and swallowing them, and 
then trying to force the garment down 
his throat.

The New Dominion Cabinet. 


OTTAWA, Out., June 9.—The political 


situation is beginning to assume definite 
shape.
